Status  of  potentials  for  Exhibitions 


With  the  shift  of  traffic 
patterns,  adequate  space  and  related  matters 
your  president  has  been  exploring: 

(1)  Mobile  Alabama: 

Dwight  Shepler  has  suggested  that  our  Society 
membership  listing  be  made  available  to  their  invitational 
listing.  (read  letter  to  Mrs  Gordon  Kahn 

To  this  I have  added  a note  of  co-operation 
so  that  future  plannings  might  even  involve  a representational 
showing  of  our  membership. 

(2)  Prudential  Center: 

having  attended  an  African  Exhibition  upon 
the  first  level  of  the  central  building.  This  offered  easy  access, 
excellent  parking,  good  lighting. 

Therefore  I had  an  appointment  with  Miss 
Elizabeth  Scovill,  Public  Relations  Director.  We  explored 
to-gether  any  possibilites  within  the  Center. 

(a)  Her  office  is  in  despair  since  that  space  has  been  taken 
from  them  as  office  areas.  It  has  reduced  their  scope  so 
very  much,  (her  Christmas  art-student  window  idea  was  but 
a gesture ) . 

(b)  We  considered  their  glass  cases,  which  are  scattered  and 
hardly  suited  to  any  comprehensive  shoibing. 

(c)  The  area  of  the  Skywalk  might  be  possible,  though  matters 
of  "security”  are  rather  difficult. 

Should  there  by  some 

creative  idea  from  this  group,  I will  gl-adly  take  it  to 
her,  as  there  is  a real  opportunity  to  initiate  a new  concept 
within  this  complex. 

(d)  STill  at  the  Prue : My  friend  Harry  Deain  is  an  official  of 

The  Engineer ;s  Club  in  the  Prue.  This  overlooks  Boston  from 
the  32nd  floor,  has  a good  lounge  wall-space,  ist  quiet  and 
adjacent  to  their  fine  restauramt  area.  It  is  private,  but 
might  be  a good  opportunity  to  rotate-exhibit  for  these 
members  representing  many  types  of  engineering.  (?) 

(3)  Museum  of  Fine  Arts:  I have  been  in  contact  with  the  Administrative 

offices  of  the  Director.  Mrs.  Nevickar  (his  adm  asst) 
tells  me  that  a new  policy  is  now  in  effect.  A special 
Committee  has  been  formed  (Trustees,  Curators  of  each  dept, 
and  other  personnel)  who  are  to  meet  the  last  of  this  month. 

All  applications  for  Exhibitions  must  be  in  writing  aind  all 
will  be  processed  by  aaid  only  by  this  committee,  (the  personal 
track  is  not  longer,  especially  since  the  Centennial  program). 

So--  what  facts,  vital  facts  do  you  wish  me  to  present? 

what  creative  ideas/  thinking  will  sell  our  Society  to  this  committee 
what  contributions  do  we  make  to  the  communit;y?  “ etc. 

(4)  Suburban  showings:  During  the  I have  been  -and  continue 

exploring  possibilities  for  rotational  showings.  Do  you  feel 
interested?  For  example:  Brockton  Art  Center,  (Betty  Jacobs) 
has  been  approached,  I have  made  no  committments.  If  this 
type  appeals,  then  I will  attempt  to  be  specific. 

Were  the  Society  to  create  several  "Theme"  groups 
it  might  be  possible  to  rotate  these  within  library/school/ 

college  spaces  and  bring  a community-aspect  to  our  work. 
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
